1953 to 1956，just prior to and 
during the period when we lived 
in a resettlement estate,， 

After the terrible 1953 fire 
burned down the Kowloon hillside 
shanty that we shared with several 
other families，we found tempor- 
ary Shelter in a sidewalk shed 
hastily constructed _ next to  a 
building.There were thousands of 
“= fire victims like us and it seemed 
that we，rIefugees from China， 
were the unlucky ones this time. 

Several months before，another 
fire had burned out hundreds of 
shacks in the miqdle of the night 
and thousands were left homeless， 
I still recall the horror that over- 
came my mothers face that night 
as the shout of the dreaded word 
“Firel”shattered the stillness. 


PANIC 

We hurriedly grabbedq whatever 
belongings we could, ran into the 
DaIIow pathways that separated 
the shacks, and were rushed along 
bythepanic of a terrified crowd.I 
Was carried on the back of ,my 

”， mother so TIcould see the stream of 
humanity pushing and shoving for 


kick the helpless people crushing 


my mother in the near darkness. 
The situation appeared hopeless 
until some people who lived in the 
Safe shacks with raised Platforms 
began to pull us from the:crowd， 


SAFETY 

I think they realized that some 
of us 一 the old people，mothers 
and childrenm 一 would betrampled 
to death 证 we werent heljped. My 
father managed to get on a plat- 
form and pull my sisters to safety. 
Later when the crowd subsided， 
we Were able to reunite. 

The excitement that we experi- 
enced fortunately did not have the 
anticipated ， dire consequences. 
Miraculously the fire that razed 
hundredqs of homes left our shack 
Untouched，Somehow，the poorly 
equipped Hong Kong firefighters 
were able to battle their way to 
tbe fire and make their timely res- 
cue. 

One might have expected ju- 
bilation，but there wasnt any In 
fact, there was even some talk that 
过 would have :been better 证 our 
shack had been burned down with 
the others. It had no toilet，run- 
ning water or electrical lights.The 
roof hbad once been blown off in a 
typhoon.

Oiie lived in 
them at Ones own risk and was se- 
cure only with Cods help， So 让 
was understandable that these 
shack dqwellers beganto talk of -liv- 


ing in one of the government-built 


Tesettlement estates where the 
roofs were stronger and the con- 
crete blocks were not as lam: 
mable. 

Shortly after our return to the 
shack, there was an outbreak of a 
Second fire of questionable origin， 
and this time our shack perished. 
As Norman Fong reported，this 
1953 fire resulted in over 50,000 


homeless squatters，It was much 


Worse than the other one. My rec- 
ollection of this fire is not as vivid 
as the first largely because it oc- 
curred during daytime and I was 


not at the scene. I do recall mov- ， 
ing with my family to this sheq 


nextto abuilding and waiting in a 
long food line with my mother for 
cabbage and rice being distributed 
by : Catholic nuns. 

Welived in the shed for perhaps 
two months while papers were be- 
ing processed for our resettlement. 
Finally :the way was cleared and 
we moved our meager belongings 
to the 'A135 Li Cheng Uk Resettle- 
ment 也 state”(Building 妇 2，3rd 
oor) in the Sum Seui Po district 
of Kowloon.This estate is near the 
old Sun Mo Toi theater where I 
used to sneak ip with my friends， 
or pay 15 (让 we had the money) 


.to watch the classic Wong Fei 


Hung movies that were sopopular 
in Hong Kong. 


PRIVACY 

The squalid conditions of the 
“了 ”blocks (thats the way they 
were shaped) which Fong de- 
Scribed are Drecisely as I remem- 
ber them. We had one small room 
for eight people, (My grandmoth- 
er and another sister from China 
joined us in 1954.) An effort was 
made to partition a small section 
of the room for my parents”Ppri- 
Vacy. We also tried to improvise a 
semi second floor”with some old 
boardqds for sleeping purposes，But 
there was no escaping the neces- 
Sity that all eooking，eating，dress- 
ing, Sleeping and arguing be done 
in the same room， 

During the hot summer SeaSon， 
many of us simply laid out our 
-jek (bamboo mats) in the dingy 
hallway and slept on them. The 
heat and other factors caused 
periodic water shortages， With 
water rationed to only a few hours 
a ,day， long lines of people with 
buckets formed at the two faucets 
in_ each H-block, Arguments and 
和 ights between frustrated residents 
often occurred _ during the long 
Wait. 

The communal toilet and bath- 
ing facilities were as wretched as 
Fong indicated and don't seem to 
have changed in the last 25 years， 
These conditions exacted a dear 
price from the young and old 
alike，I，for instance，learned to 
squat over a gutter to relieve my- 
self as many others found it neces- 
Sary to do，Also， with barely 
enough water to take care of 
drinking，cooking and personal 
cleaning needs，my mother never 
had the chance to give our clothes 
a decent wash. As one Gan imag- 
ine，the sanitary condition of the 
residents during the hot，muggy 
summer months was just horren- 
dous. 


VICTIM 
TI was ayoung witness to, as well

as a victim of all sorts of sordid 
happenings- in our resttlement 
building，One evening a friend 
playfully chased me up the dimly- 


lit stairway and I fell，causing al， 


big bloody cut on my foot. Anoth- 
er time Iran home with blood all 
over my face as a result of a rock- 
throwing 人 ight with some kidqs 
from other estates. There were no 
Tecreational facilities and there 
was nothing to qdqo that evening so 
we staged a Iock fight for fun. 
Talso remember some people of 
doubtful sanity and physical health 
who lived among us,， There was 
this peculiar man who enjoyed 
forcefully feeding his saliva_ into 
childrens mouths. I tried to run 
away from him when he ap- 
prIoached，but he caught me a 
few times， Then there was my 
teacher who，because of an un- 
treated disease,，constantly foamed 
at both corners of his mouth. For 
$4 a month per child，he taught 
me and ten other kids in a shabby 
room located in the same build- 


ing. 


SUICIDE 

Robbers，beggars and suicides 
were comImon Sights in the estates， 
One day Isaw the ugly results of 
what leaping -from the seventh 
story of our building could do to a 
mans body. I was then too young 
to realize or comprehend the com- 
plex sociological and psychological 
reasons for suicide. Another time I 
Saw a man run off with a neigh- 
bors umbrella in broad daylight, 
I foolhardily ran after him,， but he 
disappeared in the streets， 

Finally 工 will never forget， this 
old woman beggar who suddenly 
appeared at the doorway of our 
room one afternoon. No_one else 
was home, but I remember that 
my family told me not to pay at- 
tention to beggars _ because thbey 
might be diseased or turn out to be 
treacherous robbers and kidnap- 
ers, Strangely, this beggar did.not 


ask for money or household ar-- 


ticles. She wanted a handful of 
Tice. TI，an eight-year-old at the 
time, felt sorry for her, Innocently, 
Ireached into our family rice con- 
tainer，came up with a fistful of 
rice and placed it in her soiled 


Sack. She smiled and nodded at 


me and dragged herself down the 
balcony toward the next doorway. 
The poor soul could hardly walk， 
and nobody seemed to care. 
CHANGCE 
On reflection，the condition of 
life in a resettlement estate Over 


itwenty years ago hasnt changed 


much as compared to present-day 
conditions，On a brief visit to 
Hong Kong in 1971 as an adult，I 
saw anid took pictures of the same 
building- where I lived for three 
years as a child. TI was appalled at 
the Physical .deterioration， the 
garbage and the filth. In many 
ways，the“estate”was no _ better 
than the hillside shanty- that Was 
hometo myfamily before we were 
burned onut. 


From Norman Fongs reports， 
one might conclude that the physi- 
cal，economic and social facts of 
life in the resettlement estates are， 
frankly， harsher now and less toL- 
erable than before.The times have 
changed，but the conditions have 
not improved. 工 agree completely 
with Fongs opinion that Chinese 
Americans have a responsibility to 
view with sensitivity the bacle 
grounds of many of our less afflu- 
ent Hong Kong immigrants living 
in Chinatownm. Many were victims 
of poor housing in Hong Kong and 
they ,need .assistance in finding 
better housing here. 


Furthermore，we mnuast destroVy 
the myth of any PR from Hong 
Kong which glorifies unjustifiable 
housing achievements and ab- 
solves the Hong Kong government 
from addressing the severe hous- 
ing problems with humane and 
creative architectural and social 
solutions，his struggle has its 
counterpart in San Francisco Chi- 
natown where the organizing ef- 
forts to achieve decent housing as 
a basic right must_ continue un- 
abated.

The cemetery is marked offt by a 
low fence. On two sidqes it is a 
white picket fence，and on the 
other two an unpainted split-rail 
fence. There is no sign giving the 
name of the cemetery (the Eong 
Wah Cemetery)，or the history of 
the Chinese in the area and their 
contribtitions to the mining 
industry, Or even the names of the 
Chiens who lived and died there. 
The only sign warns， Tractors 
Drohibited beyond this sign， 

FENCING 

Ferneau explained that the 
reason for the two kinds of fencing 
Was because the fence ， was 
temporary，A_ permanent fence 
would be constructed as SO0on as 
and Ferneau gave his 
word that it would be started 


within two “ weeks. To give 
maximum protection to the 
gravesite，it would be a Ppicket 


fence 4 to 5 feet high. It would be 
left unpainted in keeping with the 
historic structures in the area， 

The cemetery is surrounded by 
five temporary trailers，which for 
the next 3 to 4 years will house 
Forest Service personnel involved 
in salvaging timber from  a 
devastating forest fire last year 
(the so-called “Hog Burn ). These 
trailers are 24-feet-wide by 50- 
feet-long. After the salvaging 
operations are compjleted, three of 
the trailers will be moved out, and 
two will be kept for use by regular

the present fence does not enclose 
the whole cemetery，but that a 
parking lot still covers some of the
